This explo- 
sion occurred oil the second floor of an addition to the 
old building. Tiic old part is of three floors. Within • 
lew seconds fivni the tiine of the explosion the entire 
buiMing was a fiery furnace.

early say they saw many men fall back from the win- 
dows into the flames. Others leaped and Were injured,

Part of this enthusiasm Is due f 


the magnetic personality of the man 
«nd his undoubted talent as »n orator. 
But only put. The oratory, especi- 
ally, unlei. It were of a tone of abso- 
lute sincerity, would bo rather a dis- 
advantage than otherwise. 
The an- 


cient Greek orators, to secure the con- 
fidence of their hearers, as«umed the 
poie of plain, blunt men. »nd then 
gradually worked up to an artistic 
Jreniy of eloauence. People nowadayo 
•re suspicious of that game, and If 
Johnson had nothing but oratory, that 
talent would be » handicap. It Is be- 
cause the oratory Is only the trans- 
parent reflex of an open and sincere 
mind that it is so tremendously effec- 
tive. 


Aside from the Incidents of person- 


ality and oratory, two main causes 
account for the interest.
